On the basis of lust year's number Of 
licenses the city, owing to the increase 
in license fees, should derive n revenue of

revenue of $24,025 in 1005. 

This revenue will he made up as fol- 
lows: Sixty hotels at $000 each, $3ti,- 
000; eight bottling works and five brew- 
eries ut $11110 each. $7,800; nnd ten 
shops ut ¥100 each, $4,000. It will he. 
equivalent to a reduction of u tritle over 
three-quarters of it mill the tux rate. 
Mr. Austin Against It 

Alfred Austin, proprietor of the 
Grand View hotel on Cordova street 
west, and president of the Dealers' as- 
sociation, did not seem to take very kind- 
ly to the rise in the liquor license, lie 
said this morning: 

"it is just another drain on our pro- 
tits. I have to work very hard every 
day and many times have to take a turn 
behind the bur. 1 1 1 had been com- 
pelled to pay rent last year, there is no 
■doubt, that 1 would have come little 
.more t ban even. 

"I do not think thai the burden of 
the street repairs and other improve- 
ments should all be placed on the hotel 
and saloon men. 

"If the council hud put the license up 
$100, it would have been n much fairer 
proposition. As the population increases 
it may lie no more than right I hat t lie 
license should be put up. but i u more j 
than double the license just at this | 
time is too drastic a move. 

"The new license will bring my li- | 
censes and (axes up to about $000 a 
year. In order to meet the require- 
ments of i lie new liquor ordinance, I j 
musl add lo the capacity of my building. 
I f 1 have lo do 1 bis it will mean that I I 
will prncticnlly have to pull down the j 
present structure and pul up a brick 
building in order to meet the require- 
ments of ibc lire limits. In order lo j 
do this. I will have to raise $50,000, 
which is a serious consideration mi my 
pan. As a going concern, this property 
is worth about $10,000. but 
down the material would be ' 
about $L',000.

practical possible, and not the extreme 
limit or our contentions'.

We 
want to avoid the recognition of a secu- 
lar Sunday either in theory or practice 
But in attaining that end we 'must leave 
the freest exercise of moral responsibil- 
ity on the part of each individual in re- 
spect to his own conduct. in other 
words, we must not seek to compel the 
religious observance of the day upon any 
person. Whether it be what is called the 
first or the seventh day we observe, is 
in our opinion wholly immaterial. The 
division of time is purely arbitrary, and 
we hare no historical proof of contin- 
uity even if we were dead sure of all 
our fundamental facts. it would be 
just about as profitable to dispute, as 
j they did of old, about the number of 
I souls that could dance on tin' point of 
I a needle, as to hope to reach a finality 
j on the subject. All humanitarian anil 
| religious conditions are satisfied with 
the observance of one day in seven. 
There are, however, those who have con- 
scientious scruples on the question and 
| those we must respect.

WATER POWERS OF THE DO- 
MINION. 

The question of water powers has 
come up prominently for discussion in 
the Dominion House of Commons. It 
was brought up by Mr. Monek, local 
leader of the Conservatives in the pro- 
vince of Quebec, anil bad the promise 
of careful consideration of Premier 
Laurier ami Hon. ('. S. Hyman, min- 
ister of public works. It was conceded 
that Canada hail more water power 
available for utilization in industry than 
any other country in the world; and 
that, therefore, a policy of conservation 
and development was of the utmost 
importance in the future. It lias been 
suggested thai the geological survey at 
Ottawa should take the matter in hand 
and after careful investigation of our re- 
sources in this respect make reports in 
a manner similar to tin- reports upon 
the mineral resources of the country. 
Of course, there is the quest ion of juris- 
diction to consider. The provinces evi- 
dently have the power to deal with all 
the phases or water power excepting 
when electricity is exported outside of 
their limits, when it comes within the 
jurisdiction of the Dominion. That is 
to say, the Dominion has to do with the 
regulation of the export. It is claimed 
that where a water power exists on a 
navigable river it belongs to the Do- 
minion, but as a river cannot be said to 
be navigable where falls occur, it is 
doubtful whether the contention will 
hold. However, that does not in the 
least tiffed the question of the geologi- 
cal survey reporting on the water pow- 
whlch exist, as a matter of infor-

Sunday amusements Hint would not be 
tolerated In Ontario. The Montreal city 
council has unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion requesting the government "not to 
favor any legislation whose effect would 

lie to prevent on Sunday the running of 
street, ears and trains, excursions by boat 
or by railway, the opening of public parks, 
provided that no splrttious liquors be sold 
therein, and whose effect generally would 
tend to deprive the citizens of .Montreal 
of the means of healthy anil moral recrea- 
tions." Archbishop Bruchcsl has expressed 
hlniSClf as favorable to a stricter ob- 
servance of the Lord's Dny, but his views 
may he In advance of those of the Roman

. When we stated that the meeting of 
i Tuesday evening lacked in definite pro- 
gramme of work, we believe we located 
the weak spot in the proceedings. Thai 
i feature was inferential^ dwelt upon by 
| one of the speakers, Mr. John Xolson, 
! of the Tinies, whose remarks were 
eminently practical and to the point, lie 
j suggested some good lines upon which to 
j travel, but like ninny others in the aud- 
it rather than 
endeavoring to cast light upon the modus 
operandi proposed to be followed. We 
do not know, however, that the absence 
of a programme was a fatal defect in 
the promotion of the proposed organi- 
zation. It would have been much better 
to have had u tangible proposal in black 
and while while the people were in the 
mood for it: but it can be supplied next 
Tuesday evening by the committee in 
charge. By that time a little of the 
evanescence will have worked off, 
and those present will be in a calmer 
and more business-like mood. The may- 
or says that, so far as he was con- 
cerned, he intended, or looked upon, the 
preliminary meeting as a sort of "luil- 
leluyah" affair, intended to show and 
excite enthusiasm — Hie sentiment of the 
citizens in full bloom to be followed by 
a crop of real fruit. It was a e.-ise 
where silence was not golden and 
speech was more than silvern; and rather 
for hurrahing, and shouting, and the 
throwing up of hats in the air for the 
proposition, after which the boys were 
to get down with their shoulders to the 
wheel, their heels well braced, and 
then push with all their might. Per- 
haps he is right. At all events, it 
would he a deplorable issue to the 
meeting and ending the movement so 
auspiciously begun, backed up as it was, 
by so much apparent goodwill, if the 
enthusiasm were to ooze out and the tiling 
prove a lizzie. All danger of this can 
be avoided by a careful consideration 
of the situation, the work to bo done 
and the manner of doing it. The Col- 
onist proposes in n scries of articles to 
point the way, which, in its humble 



opinion, should he followed to reach a 
definite goal. 

.Inst here, we venture to let fall one 
or two remarks. Don't let us attempt 
to follow ton closely American methods. 
Let us try something on our own ac- 
count, even for the sake of being original, 
if nothing else. We don't despise meth- 
ods because they are American. Thai 
would be mere prejudice. On the con- 
trary, we believe in copying the good 
tilings found in all countries, and at 
the same time avoiding, if possible, what 
is bad and objectionable. There are 
certain excesses to which American ci- 
ties go in "boosting" and booming which 
we believe to be in our best' interests 
to light shy of. To be honest. we 
don't like the term "to boost." It ex- 
presses too much the spirit ot "getting 
there" at any cost nnd by any means. We 
can he progressive without being boast- 
ful and business-like without being 
"boosters," in the same sense that wo 
can be happy without being hilarious. If 
you analyze the motives at the bottom 
of the American "booster" movement 
you will find them to emanate from the, 
desire to get rich quick — at the expense 
of some one else, if necessary, but. to 
get rich: to promote speculation, to in- 
flate prices and by taking fortune by the 
forelock to make large profits while boom 
is on. It would be a very desirable ami 
happy state of affairs and a very exhil- 
irating existence if real estate could be 
made to rise like a kite and keep ris- 
ing forever, but there comes a limit — as 
there is tu the ascent of a kite, which 
can only be kept elevated by the relative 
density of the atmosphere and the pres- 
sure of wind behind it— when it can 
be forced no higher by artificial stimula- 
tion and the last man in the ileal sticks 
at the highest point or lias to drop to 
the point of actual requirements. When 

he falls all the rest, who have 1 n 

holding him up. in rushing to get from 
under, fall with him, and there is, in oth- 
er words, a general slump. 

There is only one sound basis for pro- 
gress ami that is the legitimate demand 
created by actual business ami industry. 
There are two principal ways of get- 
ting rich. One is tin' American way, by 
big jumps, even though, as is usually the 
case, the individual fails repeatedly in 
his attempts. The other is the steady 
substantial progress which takes a sure 
footing for every step forward. Or the 
two, although there is more excitement 
ill the former, we prefer the latter. Our 
guiding star, therefore, should be to im- 
prove the opportunities to create demand 
on the basis of actual business. Be- 
tween the "booster" and the eliun in 
business there is a happy medium which 
we should make prcculhirly our way — 
a good British Columbia, Canadian and 
British way. Let us be ourselves. Op- 
timism, energy, enterprise, forethought, 
are all elements of success in the right 
direction. We can use them all. but use 
them right. Plunging, Inflation, reek- 
less speculation, "boosting," are the 
methods of the gambler in the chances 
Of life. There arc some prizes, but 
there are many heart-breaking miserable, 
blighting blanks. The prizes are not 
worth the risk, and only the gambler 
should try to play the game. 

And after all money and business ex- 
citement are not the only things worth i 
striving for in this world. If they were, j 
it would be but a poor compensation for j 
living. The editor of this paper would 
sooner write editorials six days a week, 
with an occasional sermon for the bene- 
fit of Sunday readers, than he John D. 
Rockefeller with his millions ami live 
the sequestered, sad. lonely, dyspeptic 
life he does. There is really very lit- 
tle in the - nerve-wracked, distraught, mon- 
ey-haunted existence of the average bus- 
iness man of the typical United States 
city. There is a good deal, when we 
come to think of it, in the cities of Se- 
attle and Spokane and Chicago, that we 
don't like and are much better off with- 



away from the sordid career of pun 
money-making and the eternal spectre of 
the while, eager face of business. Ask 
nine out of ten Americans who come here 
and he will tell you that it is the air 
of quiet composure and rest fulness of 
the place, backed by nature's own set- 
tings, that attract and fascinates them. 
It is the Elysium that nine out of ten 
Of them would pray for, if they could 
gel away from the devil-driving cares 

of I sled living and the ambitions of 

wealth. Victoria is a city by itself, it 
is unique among cities. It is a city 
which has a future peculiarly its own. 
because it is peculiarly itself. If we only 
considered the matter carefully. we 
would esteem ourselves lucky to be alive 
in it and enjoying it. In our efforts to 
improve it for Heaven's sake don't Id 
up destroy the original, don't let us com- 
mercialize and Americanize it. Let our 
methods be our own and our ideals 
based on lines of development suggested 
by our situation ami environments. 

This is preliminary to discussing the 
methods and objects which we conceive 
should be those of the new organization.

Northern Salmon Business. — John 1.

He expects io blast out a log jam 
near the mouth of the Delhi Coola 
River, in order to open that stream 
so Uiat sockeyes may ascend il to 
reach the spawning grounds on the 
upper reaches.

Full details of the recent, disastrous 
hurricane which involved 'heavy loss of 
life ami so much property ioss in the 
Society and Paumota groups 111 the 
South Pacific were received yesterday 
by the Ii. M. is. Moana from Australia c. 
and South Sea ports. The lowest es- 
timate of the number of lives losl is 
.150, and the property loss is .fl.uOO.UOO. 
A full rigged IJritish ship, lihe County of 
Roxburgh, 2100 tons, of Glasgow, was 
lost with ten of her crew, and three 
schooners ]os= t with all hands, two with 
the creww saved, and .">7 cutters from 12 
Ito .15 tons, all lost. Heavy losses tool:

.which the high sea's swept with force; 
un Anna island 95 were lost, including 
four Europeans:

1n which about forty-live en- fifty per- 
sons took refuge, collapsed under the

SI days from 
OJiemainus, officers of the fihnily Rood 
reported that she had encountered a se- 
vere hurricane, and file seas increased, 
in fury until they were running moun- 
tains high. Canvas was reduced to the 
lowest possible limit;- and (lie Emily 
Itjecd faced the tempest under foretop- 
sails and lower topsails. 

Tlie ship, however, beenme absolutelv 
unmanageable, and for a time the posi- 
tion' was very critical. Gigantic seas 
rose like great walls and descended with 
terrific violence on to the decks, swamp- 
ing every portion of the vessel. 'the 
Kmily Reed labored and strained severe' 
ly, and when the soundings of the well

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office. 

April -I to 10, 1000. 
The chief feature of the weather during 
this week was a much needed rainfall, 
which began on the lower Mainland on 
the evening of the "111, and In this vicin- 
ity on .Sunday, the 8th. This rainfall was 
canned by a low barometer area from the 
Pacific, spreading Inland across Vancou- 
ver island instead of rurther northward, 
which has been the usual course during 
the last month. This movement caused a 
strong southerly gale on the coasts nf 
Oregon and Washington, where the velocity 
reached tin miles an hour, and on the 
straits and Sound a moderate southerly 
gale occurred for several hours. With tills 
exception the weather has been generally 
fair with a large proportion of bright sun- 
shine registered here. Along the north- 
ern const considerable rain fell, and in 
Cariboo rain or snow upon the last Ave 
days. 

In Atlln district (lie weather has been 
comparatively mild and generally fair; 
while in the Yukon territory It was moder- 
ately cold. 

In the prairie provinces, though frosts 
have occurred during the early hours of 
several days, tile nvrrage temperature has 
been comparatively mild and seeding prep- 
arations are reported in many districts.

New York, April 11.— The eager quest 
for gold to relieve the prolonged money 
stringency In New York made such a con- 
siderable advance in the price of the 
metal In Loudon today as to unlock the 
Hank of England's source of supply, Gold 
to the amount of considerably over $7,- 
000,000 was released by that iustltlltiou 
for shipment, $5,000,000 of this amount be- 
ing token In the form of American eagles 
and the remainder in gold burs, the lat- 
ter having been shipped by a steamer 
sailing tounj. As is usual under the clr- 
HUmgtnhces, having exhausted Its avail- 
able melius for protecting Us available 
gold reserve, the Hank of England capitu- 
lated and surrendered American coin and 
bullion in preference to yielding Its 'Eng- 
lish coin. As soon us these developments 
became known, the response in the stock 
market was Immediate and emphatic. 
Prices made wide advances In the latter 
part or the day, and an active demand for 
all classes of stocks sprang up. Money on 
call run off to If per cent, before the period 
or usual activity in the loan money market 
was well over, and to below that after- 
wards. The large demand for time loans 
which carried rates above the (i per cent, 
level yesterday was still in evidence to. 
dnv, the rate' for 00 days standing at 
per cent. This extension of the money 
stringency on the call loan market Into 
that for time loans seemed to be decisive 
in precipitating the gold movement. From 
points In Canada it Is reported that gold 
bus been received in small amounts, the 
aggregate reaching several hundred thou- 
sand dollars.
